Accepted. 


More than $500,000 in low bids on 


highway work under the emrgency 
federal program were rejected by 
Gov. Charles W. Bryan. He an- 
nounced acceptance of the bids 
would have established a precedent 
which would have reduced 
the 
amount of road building in this 
state one-third. Bids on a few small 
projects were accepted, however. 


He said the bids labelled too high, 


chiefly on grading which ran as 
high as 22 to 28 cents a yard, also 
would! have reduced t,h? amount of 
labor which could be furnished 
from federal funds In this state a 
third. 
State May Do Work. 
Characterizing the bids as "out- 
rageous, especially on the grading," 
Governor Bryan said the state may 
be compelled to do as much of the 
road work as it can. "But we hope 
it won't be necessary." 


The work will be readvertised and 
new bids opened September 18 with 
highway department officials still 
hoping to get the work under way 
this fall.May Start In Fall. 


A. T. Lobdell, a highway depart- 


ment official who announced the 
rejections, said the jobs would be 
readvertised September 18 and that 
there would still be time to start 
the work this fall. 


•'None of the big jobs could have 
been completed before winter any- 
way," he said. 
This was the second wholesale re- 
jection of bids following three fed- 
eral funds lettings this fall. After a 
group of offers on bituminous mat 
construction had been turned down 
last month, Governor Bryan said 
there appeared to have been collu- 
sion among the contractors.

PROCESSING TAX 


ON MILK HINTED 


Steps to Control Dairy 


Production Indicated 


By Wallace. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept, 5—W)— 


Secretary Wallace said today that 
unless dairymen recognize their 
production control problem "they 
need not expect indefinitely to get 
a continuous flow of agreements 
and licenses from Washington." 


Addressing the New York state 


fair, Wallace said the agricultural 
adjustment 
administration 
was 


striving to find a master marketing 
agreement for milk which can be 
widely applied, but he added- 
"The dairy problem cannot be 
settled by agreements and licensing 
provisions alone any more than 
world problems can be settled by 
embargoes and tariffs. 


"Dairymen should at once recog- 
nize that they have a problem in 
production control, x x x Agree- 
ments and licenses are ultimately 
unenforceable if they are out of 
line wltli economic facts. 
"Dairymen may well consider the 
imposition of a processing tax in 
the near future, the proceeds of 
which tax might be used, among 
other things, to control production. 
The details of such a plan must 
come from the dairymen them- 
selves, x x x 
"I am merely telling you here 
today that I consider licensing, 
agreements and attempts at stabili- 
zation are merley temporary ex- 
pedients to tide over a bad situa- 
tion. 
"Farmers are still increasing the 
size of their milking herds, x x x 
We shall have more milking cows 
on January 1, next, than ever be- 
fore."

Lefler Believes Lincoln Children 


Will Be Permitted To Work 


In Beet Fields. 


Will the NRA movement to abol- 


ish child labor stop the annual mi- 
gration of hundreds of Lincoln chil- 
dren to the western Nebraska beet 
fields? 


This question is receiving serious J 
study from Lincoln school author- ' 
ities, Supt M. C. Lefler revealed 
Tuesday. Judging by the fact that 
previous child labor legislation has 
always exempted agricultural work, 
Mr. Lefler thinks that the beet field 
situation Is unaffected. 
Each year, about 200 children are 
permitted to leave school a 
few 
weeks before the end of the term in 
the spring, and accompany 
their 
parents to the beet fields. Frequent- 
ly they do not return until a few 
weeks after the fall term starts. 
A few years ago, Mexican immi- 
grants threatened to displace the 
Lincoln group, largely Russian fam- 
ilies. According to Mr. Lefler. the 
Mexican influx has largely been 
stopped by immigration authorities 
and many of the Mexicans 
hay 
been deported. The flow of Lincoln 
families to the beet fields has nearlj 
regained its former volume, excep 
for a number of families who have 
permanently located In the -s-est. Mr 
Lefler said.

In the leadership that has been his 
as the head of The First National

"And last, I think when society 
measures his worth, they will dis- 
cover a deep moral and religious 
nature. He loved his church. He 
attended it regularly. His loyalty 
was not the maintenance of a tra- 
dition so much as a true expression 
of his love for it. He turned the 
first spade full of dirt when we 
broke ground on this Kill to erect 
the present house of worship. His 
repeated statement afterwards to 
me was, 'Mr. Wyland, I want to 
live long enough to see that church 
and hear those bells." And God 
gave him his heart's desire. 


Sincere Christianity. 
"I have in my possession a letter 
that many do not know exists. It 
was written three years ago to his 
boyhood church in Maine. It ex- 
presses his Christian faith in his 
own words. 


"To the young 


May 14, 1930. 
people of the 


Congregational church in Norway, 
Me.: 


"T have just been reading the 


doings in the old church on Moth- 
er's Day. It always gives me pleas- 
ure to read anything connected 
with the church there. 


"My memory goes back a little 


over sixty years to a meeting held 
in the church, one Sunday night 
when Rev. Mills was supplying our 
puloit. There was quite a good deal 
of interest at the time and I re- 
member as though it was only last 
night, how I had made up my mind 
to get up in that meeting and tell 
the people I wanted to be a Christ- 
ian and I wanted -the world to 
know it, that I had felt that way 
for a long time that I ought to 
take this stand.

"" Now what I want to say to 


the young people is this, that was 
over sixty years ago and while I 
have been in most active business 
ever since, and as I look back over 
my entire life, I regard that as the 
best and greatest decision I ever 
came to. I care not whatever busi- 
ness one is engaged in. there is 
nothing so important or gives so 
great satisfaction as trying to live 
a Christian life. My life in Norway 
was happy and I have every reason 
to feel thankful for the blessings

I 
am the only surviving member of 
a large family, five boys and three 
sisters, all long gone. Why I have 
been spared I can not tell. It makes 
little difference to me how soon I 
may be called, but before I go. I 
wanted the young people in the old 
church to know how I felt.

Mr. Burnham's father, who was 
a lawyer m Kentucky, was elected 
to the office of judge and sent word 
to Mr. Burnham to come to Ken- 
tucky and take over his law prac- 
tice. Before going to Kentucky, 
however, Mr. Burnham visited his 
brother, S. W. Burnham, who had 
settled near Lincoln in 1876. 
The visit to this community 


changed Mr. Burnham's plans and 
tie eventually settled here instead 
of going to Kentucky. Through the 
Intervening years. Mr. Burnham 
ouilt up a financial 
Institution 


which finally incorporated as tha 
First National bank. He served as 
president of the bank from 1907 un- 
;il his retirement in January ot 
1927. Since then he had been chair- 
man of the bank's board of di^ 
rectors.

HEALTH CHAMPIONS. 


iqp'HROUGH the channels of 4-H club activities at 


the Nebraska State fair, Thelma Ward of Weep- 


ing Water and Darrell Brown of Meadow Grove have 
been crowned health champions. There is no finer 
aspiration than the possession of sound health. The 
individual who radiates energy, enthusiasm, and 
buoyancy starts with a distinct advantage over his 
less fortunate competitors. 


Health is not necessarily a matter of heritage. 
It 


can be cultivated. It can spring from careful habits 
of living, from sensible eating, from methodical ex- 
ercise, from abjuring from the practices which place 
a strain upon the physical system, strangest ana- 
moly of all those presented by people is the fact that 
the one factor most vital is the one least appreci- 
ated. Virtually all of the efforts directed toward im- 
proving health conditions have been made in the 
last forty-four years. That period represents the 
most rapid advance of medical science, the develop- 
ment of modern ideas of sanitation 
and hygiene, 


and a mass consciousness that the life span can be 
lengthened by people living sensibly. 


All of the objectives of 4-H club work are desir- 


able. They are intended to promote a candor, an 
honesty, a spirit of integrity among young people, 
beginning in those years when the 
formation of 


habits is likely to have a marked influence perma- 
nently. It teaches wholesomeness, and industry, and 
efficiency. It is designed to foster & reverence and 
a love for outdoor life, for the farm, and for the soil. 
Not the least, though, of its aims, but one generally 
overlooked, because the raising of prize calves and 
pigs, production of champion corn, and the activi- 
ties of canning "groups, all reach back toward. the 
material side of living, is the goal of health. It is 
worthy of all the emphasis which those conducting 
4-H club activities place upon it,, and the fruits of 
a concentrated endeavor to produce healthier young 
people constitute a fine contribution to American 
life. 


It should not be forgotten that much of our trouble 


has its origin in health. How much the constantly 
increasing tendency toward lawlessness and crime 
can be attributed to health is debatable, but there is 
no ignoring the fact that conditions within the city— 
that Is, the most thickly populated 
centers—com- 


bine both a health and a social problem which has 
contributed toward filling the jails and prisons to 
overflowing. 


There is another reason why this question oi health 


needs to be brought to public attention. Through- 
out the period from 1930 on, the American people 
have gone through such ft period of stress arid wor- 
ry that the wounds to the physical system will be re- 
flected more accurately in the'years to come. No 
one can say what the results will be. We know 
there have been thousands of families, 
proud of 


their Independence, who came virtually to the bor- 
der line of starvation before they could bring them- 
selves-to ask for charity. We know millions more 
suffered lasting -and serious effects from malnutri- 
tion imposed by the necessity of the most rigid 
economy. "We know that men and women in homes 
lost rest, suffered torments of uncertainty, and wor- 
ry, through Inability to find employment. We know 
that those not confronted with the immediate ne- 
cessities of food and shelter and clothing labored 
under the strain of a great national emergency, and 
that In the course of years, it will leave an indelible 
mark tipon them. We know that families under the 
spur of a flattened purse let the little matters of 
health, as they regarded it. go unattended to avoid 
medical bills. We know all this has taken place, and 
we know that it will make itself evident sooner or 
later. 


Perhaps it wasn't the physical flower of Europe 


which settled the Atlantic seaboard and established 
a new democracy. But there was a. hardiness and a 
•wholesomeness in American life which produced a 
virile, strong race. It lived in the open air under 
distinctly different circumstances from the people of 
the older countries of Europe 
and 
Asia. In 150 


years, we moved forward with greater speed than 
Europe achieved In a thousand years. 


AH of the thought which Is being advanced touch- 


ing upon the danger or conditions of peasantry in 
the United States, and the situation which confronts 
the European laborer, need not be confined to wage 
scales. There is as wide a gulf between sanitation 
and the efforts to promote health in the 
United 


States and Europe as there is in the returns for 
tdl. The 4-H dab activities in all slates represent 
an Increasingly important contribution -a America. 
They are bone and tissue of the 
fight, which this 


ccnintrv Is malting to extricate itself from its troubles. 


in some other manner. 
Many of these acre* can 


with profit be planted to beets, and there seems to 
be no good and valid reason why they should not be 
so utilized. Certainly it is not intended that they 
should remain Idle. 


Sugar beets are an 
excellent cash crop. Their 


production gives employment to large numbers of 
people. Many railroad men are also 
given 
work 


during the beet season and in hauling the refined 
product to the markets of the country, and when 
slicing and refining are in progress thousands of 
workers are employed. They receive cash for their 
labor and they spend it in the communities in which 
the factories are located. 


In Nebraska there are six of these factories, the 


investment running into the millions of dollars, and 
it would be a calamity to have their activities cur- 
tailed. It is just too bad that New York capitalists 
during the World war invested stupendous sums in 
Cuban sugar lands, but it is better that they should 
lose than that American farmers and workers should 
be restrained from continuing in an industry, the 
output of which is needed in the country and which 
affords them good profits. 


WELL, MAYBE—WITH MINNESOTA EARS. 


O 


VER the wide range of human achievement there 


are opportunities for a great many of us to excel 


in some particular line. The individual who has a 
knack for a certain thing can improve it by constant 
practice and may ultimately outstrip all his fellows 
or at least earn a niche in the hall of fame. One 
man, perchance, will see his opportunity in poetry: 
another in pugilism; and both arrive at their re- 
spective goals of supremacy by specializing therein. 


Ed Kottwitz of Big Stone City, S. D., decided to mix 


pleasure with business t>y going in for the sweet 
corn-eating championship. He has been training for 
several years and the other day he realized his am- 
bition in a contest at Ortonville, Minn., as the news- 
papers inform us, by stripping fifty ears at one sitting 
and transferring the kernels to his stomach. He did 
this without the customary butter and salt flavor- 
ing, the accounts said. His closest competitor in the 
contest got rid of only 44 ears. 


Before conceding the South Dakota man's title to 


top place among the sweet corn gourmands of the 
country, it would be desirable to know these things: 


First, how big were the ears he ate? 
Second, were the kernels well formed and full 


size, or were they in the first stage of development? 


Third, how clean were the cobs after he laid them 


aside? 


This writer, having had some experience with the 


kind of sweet corn grown in Nebraska, is frank to 
admit it puts a strain upon his credulity to be told 
that a man other than one of Gulliver's 
giants 


could absorb half a hundred ears of the succulent 
vegetable into his alimentary system in one meal. 
The corn belt, so to speak, would have to expand it- 
self to vast 
proportions to 
accommodate such a 


quantity. Even a robust, workhorse has been known 
to founder on less corn than that. 


However, it may be that up in Minnesota they do 


not grow ears approaching the dimensions common- 
ly attained in Nebraska. One would almost surmise 
that a state which is typified by an insignificant ani- 
mal like the gopher, as against the coyotes and jack- 
rabbits we grow in Nebraska, would be equally out- 
classed in its cereal products. Perhaps that is the 
explanation. 


But even if Minnesota sweet corn does come up to 


standard size, if the ears were immature a fellow 
could gobble up a lot of them before exhausting the 
capacity of his craw. And if he just skimmed the 
surface, as it were, he could pile up an amazing num- 
ber of only partially denuded cobs. 


There ought -to be specific regulations and stand- 


ards governing all these things. When corn-shuck- 
ing eontests are held, the participants know that 
for every ear left on the stalk or not completely sep- 
arated from its covering, as well as for each ear not 
thrown into the wagon, they will lose a specified 
number of points. In a corn-eating marathon, the 
rules should be just as strict in requiring every en- 
trant to strip the cobs clean from end to end and 
down to the kernel pits. 


If the writer had to engage, in some sort of an 


eating competition, he would try to steer clear of 
such gluttony as that reported 
from 
Ortonville, 


Minn. Years ago, the newspapers were publishing 
stories about persons who undertook to eat 30 quail 
In 30 days, at the rate of a quail a day. The writer 
always wanted to try it, but missed his chance to 
win championship laurels in that line because no- 
body ever furnished the quail.

HpHERE is to be an investigation of the circum- 
-"• stances under which Harvey Bailey, 
gunman 


and desperado, managed to escape from the Dallas 
county jail, only to be recaptured four hours later 
at Ardmore, Okla. 


Breaking jails and prisons is Bailey's specialty, 


when he is not engaged in looting banks, kidnap- 
ing, or shooting down people. He led" the outbreak 
at Leavenworth and is reputed to have 
been the 


ringleader who headed the gangsters participating 
in the Kansas City depot massacre. He had as vi- 
cious a record as any gangster in the United States. 
When it came to arraigning him, the 
proceedings 


were conducted in his cell in order to avoid the pos- 
sibility cf an attempted rescue by confederates. With 
these circumstances known, it Is incredible that he 
could be permitted to escape. 


In some manner, he secured a saw, cut his way 


through the bars, and overpowered the Jailer car- 
rying his breakfast to him. 


In this fashion, lawlessness laughs at law. It 


shouldn't be such a difficult task to determine how 
the saw managed to come into Bailey's possession. 
They aren't ordinarily standard equipment for jail 
cells. Even more stupid in view of the extraordi- 
nary precautions which have been thrown around the 
arraignment of Bailey was the practice of serving 
him his meals without adequate guard. The demand 
the country over is that the circumstances be inves- 
tigated fully- and responsibility placed where it be- 
longed. If the campaign to round 
up desperate 


criminal gangs operating throughout the country Is 
to be a success, it must be characterized by a differ- 
ent brand of efficiency than it revesced in Bailey's 
latest break from jail.

Moreover, the nation is a terri- 
torial association, composed of all 
citizens who have duly qualified for 
their citizenship and live together 
under a common system of law. 
Every one enjoying that privilege is 
equally capable in the eyes of the 
law of owning property, pursuing a 
career, enjoying religious and ooli- 
tical freedom, and 
of exercising 


every other lawful right as the citi- 
zen of a free state. 


Hence what you suggest is injur- 
ious in principle and impossible in 
practice. It is nothing less than 
incipient anarchy to discriminate 
against Jews, as the Hitlerites do 
in Germany, or against Christians 
and Jews alike, as the Soviet does 
in Russia.

Study the masters of great ora- 
tory such as Cicero, Tertillian, St. 
Ch'rysostom, St. Bernard 
Daniel 
Webster, 
Lincoln, 
John Bright, 


Gladstone and Lord Oxford. From 
my observation of eminent pulpit 
and platform speakers they have 
something definite to say, say it in 
clear and logical fashion, and sit 
down when they have finished. The 
last is a very important help, but 
one often overlooked by otherwise 
gifted men. 
The casual hearer may suppose 
this is easv for those he calls ora- 
tors. But facility of utterance is not 
genuine oratory and mere glibness 


is its deadly foe. The thoughts 
that breathe and words that burn 
require unremitting discipline and 
constant revision. I have to con- 
tend against a profuse and slipshod 
style which may pass muster before 
a receptive audience, but it reads 
badly in cold print. Indeed, there 
is a vast difference between spoken 
and written speech. Test the qual- 
ity of what you have to say by 
first writing it in full and then 
mercilessly cutting out all super- 
fluous words and purple patches. 


By no means adopt the method 


of reading through the entire Bible 
consecutively. Begin with the key 
books which enunciate its main 
teachings. These are the prophets 
and psalmists of the Old Testament 
and the Gospels of the New. St. 
Mark's is the original Evangel, and 
if you carefully ponder what he 
has written and the messages of one 
of the major prophets, you make 
a right approach to the treasures 
of Holy Writ.*

Wise parents will not let 
their children believe that Jesus 
cannot fully sympathize with their 
difficulties because He did not fully 
experience them. On every page of 
the gospels is disclosed the innocent 
child, the eager inquiring lad in the 
temple, the disciplined mind of the 
great Teacher and the perfect man- 
hood of the Redeemer who had over- 
come sin in the wilderness and who 
atoned for its ravages in us on 
the cross.

It is a normal se- 
cretion of the body produced 
by 
certain cells in the pancreas, and its 
function is to bum the sugar in the 
blood and tissues in order to pro- 
duce energy. 
One of the immediate effects of a 
dose of insulin is the production of 
a fierce hunger. This is natural be- 
cause of the reduction of available 
food in the body due to the utiliza- 
tion of the sugar. 
It is this quality of 
producing 
hunger possessed by insulin which 
suggested its use in the treatment 
of underweight. Most of the "skin- 
nies" know that one of their dii'fi-

culties is lack of appetite and a pos- 
itive distate to stuffing themselves 
with food. 
Soon after it was discovered, in- 
sulin was used for the treatment of 
inanition in infants. 
The results 
were excellent and soon a good, re- 
port of its use in non-diabetic un- 
derweight children was made. Then 
in adults. 
It unfortunately has to be given 
hypodermically. Small doses of five 
to ten units are given before either 
all three meals or more often before 
only two. The treatment should al- 
ways be started under the care of a 
physician although there is no rea- 
son why the patient cannot learn to 
administer it himself after tolerance 
has been determined. The "patient" 
is usually allowed to go about his 
work as usual. 
How it works is a matter of some 
debate at present. One theory is that 
the improvement in weight is sim- 
ply the result of the increased ap- 
petite and hence an increased food 
intake. The other suggests that mal- 
nutrition is essentially a state of in- 
creased secretion of the adrenal 
glands with increased adrenalin in 
the blood and that insulin is 
a 
physiological antagonist of adrenal- 
in: hence its introduction into the 
body restores the body cells to nor- 
mal balance and optimum 
weight 
results. 
That it works there seems to be 
no doubt. The tecehique has been 
standardized and most physicians 
have learned to administer it. The 
weight gain is steady, amounting to 
about two and one-half pounds a 
week. Since this is in ambulatory 
patients at full bodily activity 
it 
must be regarded as very good.

FORCED LEAD PLAYS. 


Many hands occur where appar- 


ently a finesse is needed for the 
game-going trick. The declarer who 
attempts this finesse and fails is 
strongly inclined to bemoan his 
luck. If there was no other course 
available, his bemoaning is justi- 
fied. However, it often occurs that 
the finesse may be avoided by com- 
pelling opponents to lead a suit for 
you. This, of course, can only oc- 
cur when a correct count can be 
made of their hands and when the 
declarer can see that no other 
course is open to the adversary or 
that it is the only course which 
promises success.

South is the declarer at a con- 
tract of three no trump. West's 
opening lead is the diamond 6. and 
south, applying the rule of eleven, 
knows that east holds only one 
card higher than the 6. This 
knowledge, while interesting, is not 
of particular importance, howevw, 
as the declarer has only 1 trick in 
the suit and obviously cannot pre- 
vent its immediate establishment. 
South's longest suit is spades, but 
an attempt to establish the spades 
requires a successful finesse and 
the loss of a trick in any event— 
and with established diamonds in 
the west hand, south cannot afford 
to permit his opponents to obtain 
the lead at this time. But if south 
finds an even division in either the 
heart or club suit, the success of 
his contract is assured, as he can 
then win 9 tricks before permitting 
either opponent to obtain the lead. 
He therefore leads the ace and 


queen of clubs from his own hand 
and follows with a small club. On 
the third lead of clubs west dis- 
cards, so south realizes that the 
attempt to cash 4 dub tricks has 
failed. There still remains a chance 
in the heart suit, and a small 
heart is led from dummy, which is 
won with the ace. The queen of 
hearts is now led. and the third 
round of hearts discloses that west 
originally held only two hearts and 
two clubs. Therefore he is marked 
with length in spades as well as 
diamonds. 
South does not yet give up. how-

What do you bid? 
Answer: Three spades. This bid 
illustrates the principle of not tak- 
ing complete control of the bidding 
away from one's partner. South, 
unless he is a very weak player, 
will not just automatically show a 
second suit over your two-no trump 
bid unless his hand is unbalanced 
in nature and he does not want to 
play the hand at no trump. (There 
is a possibility, of course, that he 
may be preparing for a slam.) By 
your two-no trump bid you have 
already told your partner that your 
hand is balanced in nature, but 
for some reason of his own. part- 
ner does not desire to bid just three 
no trump, and with his three-dia- 
mond bid is trying to find out if 
your hand is such that you still 
want to play it at no trump or if 
you want to give him a chance to 
play it at one of his suits. Since 
you hold three to the knave of 
partner's first suit, you must show 
him that you can stand playing 
the hand in that suit if he so de- 
sires, and then let him make the 
final decision. If south chooses he 
can always bid three no trump over 
three spades and, of course, he can- 


share of the lucky breaks, one of 
them being a break in trumps. 


West's opening lead was a small 


club, which was won by east, who 
returned the same suit. Mr. Malo- 
wan won with the king and played 
two rounds of trumps, and when 
west failed to follow suit appar- 
ently the last chance of making 
the hand was 'gone, as the club 
queen undoubtedly was in the west 
hand. However, there was still a 
chance that east might make a 
mis-play, which he actually did.

It legalizes such intervention. 


The coup d'etat placed power in 
the hands of the extreme radical 
socialists, representing student group 
the ABC revolutionary society, that 
was largely 
instrumental in 
the 


overthrow of Machado, and certain 
university professors. 
Much Disorder. 


Although the shift in power was 


accomplished without fighting there 
were numerous 
disorders. 
ABC 
headquarters in Prado avenue was 
in an uproar. Automobiles loaded 
with young .men, armed with pistols 
and rifles, dashed about the streets. 
Pears were expressed there would be 
bloodshed before nightfall. 
Members of the new regime's 


commission asserted they did not 
want to hold their positions per- 
manently, but would govern only 
until a constitutional assembly had 
selected their sucesesors.

"The code may require a certain 


amount of openness,-" he said, "but 
I -wouldn't stand for prying 
into 


anyone's business secrets. However, 
it's no secret what it costs to maice 
cars, and two or three business re- 
porting agencies already report what 
Ford is doing." 


"The wages in the auto code are 


minimum wages. If Ford pays more 
than that, why, the more the mer- 
rier.''
